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Patrick Hamilton 


WHEN PATRICK HAMILTON, Scottish Lutheran proto- 
martyr, was burned at the stake at St. Andrews on 
29 February 1528, it was said "the reek of Patric) 
Hamilton infected all on whom it did blow", 


Hamilton came of the most influential families i» 
Scotland. His father was the first Lord Hamilton 
his mother was related to the King. At the age o} 
fourteen, Patrick was made Abbot of Ferne. At th» 
university in Paris (M.A. 1520), he was attracte: 
by the writings of Martin Luther. Appointed pro 
fessor at St. Andrews University in 1524, he bega» 
to espouse Lutheran teaching publicly. Threatene) 
with a charge of heresy by Archbishop Beaton, h 
took the advice of friends and fled to Wittenber | 
where he visited Luther and Melanchthon. At Mar 
burg, he was offered a home by William Tyndal. 
himself in exile. But Hamilton yearned for his ow} 
country and, in 1527, he returned to Scotland. | 


Archbishop Beaton did not wait long. He invite| 
Hamilton to a conference, encouraged him to spea| 
frankly on the reforms he thought necessary, am 
then, suddenly, had him seized and brought t 
trial for propounding Lutheran teaching. Hamilto| 
was condemned and burned the same day — twenty-fow 
years old... 


In his defense, Patrick Hamilton maintained tha| 
"a man is not justified by works, but by faith] 
and that "it was lawful to all men that have soul 
to read the Word of God; and that they are abl 
to understand the same, and in particular th 
latter will and testament of Jesus Christ". 


Hamilton died for and by these truths. His deatk} 
as John Foxe says, was "not without great fru) 
to the church of God; for the grave testimony © 
his blood left the verity and truth of God mor} 
fixed and confirmed in the hearts -of many the} 
ever after could be plucked away". -

Jistoric Statements of our Faith 


Ghe Origin of Greeds 


ft is believing in the heart that makes a man 
Keighteous before God, and it is stating his belief 
by his own mouth that confirms -his salvation", J. 
1B. Phillips translates Romans x,10. What a man 
joelieves in his heart, that he will confess with 
is lips. That is his creed or confession. 


WA creed is man's reply to the Word of God, the 
goeliever's "Yes, I believe" to the revelation of 
christ. When the apostles baptized, as bidden, “in 
Ithe name of the Father and the Son and the Holy 
fshost", it called forth from the baptized person 
(the response:"{ believe in the Father and the Son 
wiod the Holy Ghost". So, in fact, two of the three 


fincient Creeds began: as baptismal confessions. 


fhe concise and authoritative summaries of Christ— 
fian belief which we call creeds and confess in our 
fiutheran services did not originate in the Bible. 
Wet in the Scriptures we have traces of creeds. 
When our Lord asked Martha whether she believed 
jin Him, she replied: "Yea, Lord. I dobelieve that 
{Thou art the Christ, the Son of God, even He that 
cometh into the crore, (John xi,27). St. Paul 
summarizes the Faith for the Corinthians: "That 
(Christ died for our sins according to the Scrip— 
feures, and that He was buried, and that He rose 
jagain according to the Scriptures" (1 Cor.viii,6). 


er the first five centuries, the church adopted 
|three creeds, all of them based structurally on 
|the baptismal conmand of our Lord. A medieval 
writer; Ludolph of Saxony, describes them thus: 

"There are three symbols: the first of the Apostles, 
Jthe second of the Nicene Council, the third of St: 
jAthanasius; the first for instruction in the faith, 

the second for the explanation of the faith, the 
ee for the defence off the faith".

A CHANGED SCHOOL IN JAPAN 


Reporting to the Board for Missions in Foreign 
Countries in May, the Rev. Albert Carow, missionar> 
at Hanno, Japan, stated: "Seven years ago this 
October, our church took over a private school. | 
am told this was a school of the poorest reputation. 
The students, then all boys, were rough and lo 
academically. The teachers were unambitious and o- 
poor quality. The buildings were filthy inside 
At that time there were 145 students who stayed o» 
when our church took over. Gradually, improvement: 
were made. Most of the old teachers resigned an» 
new teachers of better quality were hired. Mr 
Sawada, a hard-working and zealous Christian o 
our church in Hanno, became the Principal. Th 
community began to take note of "Seibo Gakuen" 
the reputation gradually improved, and today ther 
are 357 students. Over 50 were turned away becaus 
the school is now filled to a bulging capacity." 


LUTHERAN ADVOCATES STUDY OF MUSLIM THEOLOGY 


After Indonesia and Pakistan, India claims th 
largest Muslim population in the world — about 4 
million, Canadian Ernest Hahn, missionary to th 
Muslims in India, reports. "A proper communicatio 
of the Christian message to the Muslim still re 
mains imperfectly developed. Islam has a well de 
veloped, mmtricate and complex theology strong] 
influenced by Greek philisophy, One dare not avoi 
a serious study of Muslim theology. Here also w 
continue to be unprofitable servants, hardly abl 
to claim that we have even begun to do our duty. 


JAPANESE MISSION TEN YEARS OLD 


Our Japanese Lutheran Church reached its tent 
birthday on 19 September. During its first decade 
it has grown to 60 stations with 1500 members. 
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FOG CUTS SHORT YOUTH RALLY AT RUISLIP 


Fifty ELCE youth from Kentish Town, Tottenham, 
Boreham Wood and Ruislip, gathered at the Community 
Hall in South Ruislip on Sunday, 16 November, for 
their Autum Youth Rally, had to cut short their 
programme because of a thickening November fog. 
For the same reason, youth from Petts Wood, 32 
miles across London, and a guitarist, engaged for 
the occasion, were unable to come. 


The young people donated their offering in the 
opening service, conducted by Pastor Arnold Rakow, 
to the ministerial training project at Cambridge. 
The lecture on ""Bible Reading" by Prof. Holland 
|Jones was heard and debated with great interest. 


RAKOW NAMED CONTACT FOR. AMERICAN SERVICEMEN 


The Rev. Arnold Rakow will serve as ELCE contact 
pastor for American Lutheran military personnel 
stationed in Britain. Mr. Rakow was asked to serve 
in this capacity by the other ELCE pastors, meeting 
for their bi-monthly Barnes Confermce at 42 Museum 
Street, London, from 10—11 November. This action, 
taken in response to the request of the Armed Ser- 
vices Commission of the Lutheran Church —- Missouri 
Synod, will improve the spiritual service which 
the church in Britain is able to render to American 
and Canadian servicemen stationed here. The close 
association with USAF personnel from the nearby 
HQ at South Ruislip fits the Ruislip pastor for 
‘this assignment. 


The Conference continued their study of Article 
Iv of the Formula of Concord, discussed Baptism, 
Confirmation, and Christian Burial, and began an 
exegetical examination of Deuteronomy led by Prof. 
Holland Jones. All pastors and their wives were 
invited to the concluding service of Holy Communion 
of Luther-Tyndale Memorial Congregation. 
The next meeting, 12-13 January 1959 in London, 
will hear an essay on "Female Suffrage in the 
Church" by the Rev. Roger Winger of Tottenham. 
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EXPLORATORY LADIES' MEETING IN JANUARY 


Implementing Resolution No. 2 of the 1957 Synod 
the Executive Council, at its meeting 18 November 
esked its chairman to convene a meeting of Lutherai 
women — one or twofrom each London congregation - 
to explore the possibility of establishing an ELC 
national women's organization. A recommendatio 
will be submitted to the 1959 Synod at Boreha 
Wood, Existing Ladies' Guilds are encouraged t 
place this question on their agendas. Invitation 
will be issued soon to the meeting which will tak 
place probably in January. 


The Council also dealt with 1957 Resolutions 3 an 
4 on "Bible Class Attendance" and "Proportionat 
Giving". Samples of new printed materials 
Christian giving have been sent out to all pastors 
Further consideration was given to building plan 
for Ruislip, Grindon, and Cardiff. Following th 
report of Councillor E.C. Lutz on a visit made bi 
a three-man committee to Cardiff on 16 Novembes 
the Council asekd for further sketches for a con 
temporary church building, part of which might bi 
used as a church hall. Another committee will mee 
with St. Andrews Building Committee on Sunday, 
November.
